portions of the county have boycot­ 


ted La Crosse as a result of the stand 


taken by the city in tax matters, was 
declared by a prominent farmer in 
the court house this morning to be 
the startling 
condition* engendered 
during the past few months. 
That the boycott has assumed se­ 
rious proportions was admitted 
by 
the farmer, and that he was one of 
the grangers who had put La Crosse 
on the black list was also admitted. 
This farmer declared that as a re­ 
sult of the boycott numerous farm­ 
ers w*ere taking their 
produce 
to 
Galesville, Viroqua, Bangor and Sa­ 
lem instead of coming to the city. 
A 
great increase 
in the 
business 
of 
buyers at these places is not the only 
benefit; the merchants there are get­ 
ting the farmers’ trade where it used 
to come to La Crosse. 
“ lf you don't believe that this boy­ 
cott is on,” said the farmer, “ go to 
the proprietors of the farmers’ hotels 
in this city and ask them how their 
business today compares with that of 
a year ago. 
No m .n likes to 
admit 
that 
his 
business 
is decreasing in 
volume but one proprietor told me in 
a moment of confidence this morning 
that his business had fallen off fifty 
per cent since last year. 
“ It’s the city’s drastic stand on the 
tax equalization matter that has caus­ 
ed this, and that alone. 
I live nine 
miles from the city and the sum total 
of my purchases here during the past 
eight months amounts to six dollars. 
That was expended for wire which 
I could not secure in Galesville. Yes, 
Galesville is further from my home 
than La Crosse. 
There are dozens 
of farmers in my town who are doing 
the same thing.”

It is not likely that these people intend to be dishonest. It is prob- 
ble that they gave the contract little thought. W hat they wanted to do 
was to obey the ruling passion to make or save a dollar. The ethical side 
of the question needs no discussion—it will appeal to the average person 
once attention is called to it. But on the financial side there arises a 
question worth arguing 
Does it pay any man to save a dollar today that will cost him ten 
dollars tomorrow? The coming of the Independent Company has 
al- 
1 .*ady reduced the price of electric current from 25 per cent to 50 per 
cent, simply by the introduction of competition. The plant was built as 
the result of an apparently bona fide popular demand, by men who had to 
be urged into the scheme by arguments of public duty. If they find that 
the people of this city are so selfish as to disregard their efforts and invest­ 
ment, they may resent it. They would all be able to eat three square meals 
a day were they to close the new plant tomorrow and never deliver an­ 
other watt. Suppose they were to do that, how long to you

Gilbert K. Chesterton’s “Heretics’* 
contains some of his keenest aud most 
amusing writing. Of great men be ob­ 
serves: “The first rate great man is 
equal with other men, like Shakespeare. 
The second rate great man is on his 
knees to other men, like Whitman. 
The third rate great man is superior to 
other men. like Whistler.” In the fol­ 
lowing there may be discovered as 
much truth as humor: 
“The artistic temperament is a dis­ 
ease that afflicts amateurs. It is a dis­ 
ease which arises from men not having 
sufficient power of expression to litter 
and get rid of the element of art in 
their being. It is healthful to every sane 
man to utter the art within bim; it Is 
essential to every sane man to get rid 
of the art within him at all costs. 
Artists of a large and wholesome vital­ 
ity get rid of their art easily, but in 
artists of less force the tiling becomes 
a pressure and produces a definite pain, 
which Is called the artistic tempera­ 
ment. Thus very great artists are able 
to Im* ordinary men—men like Shake­ 
speare or Browning. There are many 
real tragedies of the artistic tempera­ 
ment, tragedies of vanity or violence or 
fear, but the great tragedy of the ar­ 
tistic temperament is that it cannot 
produce any art.

It is 
very easy to devise new mixtures, and 
after a time one has two or three prime 
favorites of which the family never 
tire. 
The cake used may be plain 
iponge cake or lady Angora. Small pa­ 
per molds are to lie purchased, when 
individual charlottes are wanted.

a rule these are better than the large 
molded charlotte, as each person is \ 
given more cake.—New York Post.

Th e complete report of the c o m ­ 
mittee is as follows: 
Y o ur subcom­ 
mittee to whom was referred 
that 
part of the governor’s message relat­ 
ing to chapter 320 of the laws of 1905 
have investigated the matter and re­ 
port as follows: 
Funds provided by the state for the 
support 
of the 
university 
become 
available 
in 
February. 
A t the last 
session 
the legislature, by 
chapter 
320. provided for an increase of its 
income. 
The university fiscal 
year 
begins on July I and ends on June 30 
and as the income from the general 
government, 
from student 
fees 
and 
from its invested funds are not suffi­ 
cient to defray its expenses, until the 
income from the state becomes avail­ 
able, it has been necessary to provide 
some 
means 
for supplying the 
de­ 
ficiency. 
» 
T o meet this condition chapter 320 
of the laws of 1905, which is substan­ 
tially the same as the provisions in 
former appropriation bills for the last 
wenty years, 
among other 
things 
contains the following provisions: 
T h e commissioners of public lands 
may direct the state treasurer, from 
time to time, to set apart such sums 
ly w ay of loan to the fund known as 
the university fund income for the 
university 
uses, 
from 
uninvested 
moneys in the trust funds for the 
period when so uninvested, as in their 
judgment 
shall 
be 
prudent, 
such 
cans to be repaid to the trust fund 
rom the tax hereinbefore appropriat­ 
ed, with interest at the rate then re­ 
quired upon loans to school districts. 
It has been customary for several 
years under provisions similar in ef­ 
fect to the above, to make loans from 
the trust funds for this purpose, but 
as the demand upon the trust funds 
for the use of school districts, towns, 
etc., have been large, the amount of 
money available in the trust funds 
has not been sufficient to supply the 
need 
and the 
legislature, 
for this 
reason, by chapter 468 of the laws of 
1905, provided for this contingency 
and authorized advances to be made 
to the university out of the general 
fund. 
Chapter 468 of the laws of 1905 re­ 
lating to this matter is as follows: 
T h e secretary of state, with the ap­ 
proval of the governor, is authorized 
to transfer, after the 
beginning of 
the fiscal year, beginning July I, 1905, 
and before the collection of the tax 
provided for, the support of the uni­ 
versity, for such fiscal year, from the 
general fund to the university filled 
income, such sum or sums as m ay be 
found necessary for the current ex 
penses of the university; but itnme 
diately upon the collection of the tax 
for the support of 
the 
university, 
shall repay the same to the general 
fund therefrom, by the proper trans­ 
fer. 
Under the law’ there has been ad­ 
vanced to the university up to the 
present time $302,000, which sum, it 
is estimated, will be 
increased 
to 
about $350,000 by February, 1905, at 
which time the university income be­ 
comes available, and at 
which time 
the advances will be repaid to the 
trust and general funds out of the 
university fund income. 
T h e reason 
that a larger sum of money has been 
advanced to the university this year 
than in former years is due largely 


T h e two-sevenths of a mill tax, to­ 
gether with the special appropriation 
of $290,000, both provided 
for 
by 
chapter 320, of laws of 1905, it is es­ 
timated will provide enough money 
to pay for the permanent improve 
ments above mentioned, 
over 
and 
above the amounts required for other 
purposes. 


The 
university prepares a budget 
each year which provides for its var­ 
ious expenditures based upon its in­ 
come for each fiscal year 
A c c o r d ­ 
ing to the budget for tire present year 
it is estimated that the present ap­ 
propriations for the 
university 
are 
ample and. will meet all expenses in 
maintaining the institution, and 
will 
leave a balance on hand for the fiscal 
year ending June 30. 1906. 
It should be stated that after the 
end of the fiscal year, 1907, and be­ 
fore the income for another year, as 
now provided by law’, become avail­ 
able, the university will have to an­ 
ticipate its income and will again be 
obliged to borrow 
from 
either the 
trust or general fund or both to meet 
current expenses.
